WHEN TWO 
SIDES COLUDE 

ANTI-ABORTION MARCH,GOUNTER-PROTEST PLANNED FOR DOWNTOWN ON SUI

As the anniversary of the legalization of abor- 
tion approaches, the fiery and passionate de- 
bate over the Supreme Court decision contin- 
ues across the country, including in Chicago, 
where dueling marches will unfold downtown 
this Sunday 

The March for Life, led by abortion op- 
ponents, will be held from 2 to 4 p.m. Sunday 
beginning at the Federal Plaza, going past the 
Thompson Center and City Hall, and return- 
ing to the plaza. 

Meanwhile, the counter-protest called 
the March for Abortion Rights, organized 
by the Feminist Uprising to Resist Inequal- 
ity and Exploitation, will take place at 
I p.m. Sunday outside the federal courthouse. 

“We want to mark with sadness the legaliza- 
tion of abortion. We want every woman and 
man in an unplanned pregnancy to know no 
matter what obstacles they’re facing, we will 
be there. We will be warm and welcoming, and 


we will be there to support you,” said Emily 
Zender, president of March for Life Chicago 
and executive director of Illinois Right to Life. 

Counter-protest organizer Lauren Bianchi 
said, ‘As a feminist and somebody who sup- 
ports reproductive justice, this event really 
gets in my craw that they have so many peo- 
ple and have marched every year unopposed.” 

She hopes to show on Sunday that there 
are people who unapologetically support 
abortion rights and reproductive freedom, 
want funding for clinics and fight the stigma 
of abortion. 

Although the Roe v Wade decision to legal- 
ize abortion came down on Jan. 22, 1973, the 
debate over it remains a hot-button topic. 
In November, three people were killed at a 
Planned Parenthood clinic in Colorado by a 
man who, after his arrest, said he opened fire 
there because the facility was “murdering 
little babies.” 

Abortion is an issue that is top of mind 


for elected leaders, as President Obama this 
month vetoed legislation that would have 
defunded Planned Parenthood, an abortion 
provider. Planned Parenthood also is legally 
challenging a handful of states for cutting off 
its Medicaid funding. 

The women’s health care provider came 
under attack last year when undercover vid- 
eos by anti-abortion activists alleged that the 
organization was looking to profit off fetal 
tissue donation from patients for medical 
research. Planned Parenthood said that the 
videos were heavily edited, the accusations 
were false and it will no longer accept reim- 
bursement for fetal tissue. 

The March for Life, in its nth year in Chica- 
go, is expecting to attract 5,000 people or more 
who are getting bused in from states all over 
the Midwest. The pro-abortion rights protest, 
in its second year, is expected to be smaller, 
drawing about 300 people, organizers said.

neither side wants to interact with the other, 
they said. 

“We’re not there to antagonize them or 
confront them. We’re just there to do our 
march and celebrate life,” Zender said. “What 
being pro-life is about is treating every person 
with value and with equal worth.” 

Bianchi disagreed: “I would say that being 
anti-abortion is not for life. We’re actually pro- 
life because we recognize if you do care about 
women’s lives, if you care about black people’s 
lives, if you care about children’s lives, then 
you’re going to be out there protesting police 
brutality and school closings and advocate for 
abortion rights because these things are neces- 
sary for making people’s lives livable,” she said.

1st transgender bride to *Say Yes to the Dress’

Precious Davis is about to have her moment— 

a “royal moment.” 

The 30 -year-old Hyde Park resident will be 
the first transgender bride featured on TLC’s 
“Say Yes to the Dress” show in a new episode 
airing Friday 

With an unlimited wedding dress budget, 
she had cameras follow her in Atlanta as she 
shopped for what she would wear for her big 
day, while her fiance, Myles Brady, sat in a 
waiting room so he wouldn’t see the dress she 
bought, as seen in a show screener. 

The transgender couple, featured in Miley 
Cyrus’ #lnstaPride social media campaign last 
June to celebrate the LGBTQ community, 
plans to get married this year at the Rock- 
efeller Chapel at the University of Chicago 
with a guest list of 1,000 people. The couple 
got engaged last February 


“We really want to invite the community to 
celebrate.

Maddon: Yes, right-fielder 
Heyward can play center

Jason Heyward has played only 32 games in 
center field during his major league career, 
but Cubs manager Joe Maddon 
has no qualms about putting 
his highly prized free agent ac- 
quisition in the middle of the 
outfield. 

“I have no problem,” Mad- 
don said Wednesday at his 
“Thanksmas” charity event. 

Maddon recalled watching a 
young Jim Edmonds play right 
field during spring training in 
Palm Springs in the early 1990s 
in the Angels’ organization 
before becoming an eight-time Gold Glove 
center fielder with the Angels and St. Louis 
Cardinals. 

“We had in him in right field and he made 
a couple plays and threw this guy out from 
right field and I went back and said, ‘I think 
this guy can play center field,’ ” Maddon said. 


“Abu watch Jason Heyward play right, I don’t 
understand what the negative rub would be. 
Why he can’t play center field, because center 
field actually is an easier posi- 
tion to play than right field? 

“{Heyward} runs well enough, 
he’s got the arm, the nose for 
the ball and all that stuff, a great 
first step. I don’t understand 
why you’d think he cannot or 
why he’d be unable to not be 
happy with it. I got him being 
good out there.” 

Heyward, who has started 
751 games in right over a six- 
year major league career, told 
the MLB Network he “feels comfortable” in 
center. The Cubs currently have Jorge Soler 
in right, although several teams have inquired 
about his services because of his power poten- 
tial and age (23). 

“I always loved the position {center},” Hey- 
ward told MLB’s Hot Stove show

1 medium cinnamon stick 
V 2 teaspoon cloves, whole 
V 2 teaspoon allspice berries, whole 
V 2 teaspoon fennel seeds 
V 2 teaspoon nutmeg, ground 
1 cup high-proof vodka 
!4cup sugar 

1 cup fresh cherries, pitted 

Grind all spices in a spice grinder (a coffee grinder 
works just as well). Combine with vodka in a jar, 
seal tightly and infuse for 24 hours. Strain mixture 
through a fine sieve. Pack cherries in jar with sugar 
and add spiced vodka. Let marinate for at least a 
week before use.

Vi cup apple brandy (Shully recommends Laird & 

Company) 

Combine all ingredients in a large saucepan over 
low heat. Bring to a simmer (do not allow the 
wine to boil), until the sugar has dissolved. If de- 
sired, strain the spices from the wine by pouring 
it through a fine-mesh sieve or a colander before 
serving. 


1 32-ounce canning jar 

V 2 cup Dark Matter Coffee beans 

1 whole vanilla bean 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

1 cinnamon stick 

2 whole cloves (optional) 

1 750-milliliter bottle of bourbon 

Coarsely grind coffee beans in a grinder or by 
hand with a mallet in a clean linen dish towel.

Bob Saget talks about staying relevant yet edgy 
disbes wbat he ean about ‘Fuller House’ 
and eompares Danny Tanner and Ted Mosby

S ome comedians, including 

Jerry Seinfeld and Chris Rock, 
recently have complained 
about a “PC culture” killing comedy 
Though he’s long been known as an 
edgy joke-teller— the polar opposite, 
as has been exhaustingly noted, of his 
squeaky-clean, clean-freak “Full House” 
character Danny Tanner— Bob Saget 
isn’t one of them. 


“So many bad things have happened to 
people that some of the jokes we used to joke 
about were not prevalent, or we didn’t know 
they were prevalent and had to do with abuse 
and had to do with people hurting other peo- 
ple and had to do with saying the ‘R’ word,” 
the 59 -year-old (“How I Met Your Mother,” 
“Entourage”) says by phone from Los An- 
geles to advance his performance at Thalia 
Hall and “Fuller House” arriving on Netflix 
Feb. 26. “There are things that have just 
changed. And they can be funny in a room of 
people, but they’re not funny on a talk show, 
they’re not funny in a book, they’re not funny 
in a stand-up venue or a stand-up special be- 
cause at the current time we’re in a sensitive 
place when it comes to how women are treat- 
ed, how children are treated, how much men- 
tal illness there is. Everything changes, and we 
have to stay relevant with what’s appropriate. 

‘And yet I want to say the wrong thing. And 
so you find those new boundaries of, ‘Where 
are we this week, and what would be the right 
thing to say?’ ... And you can stiU be edgy You 
can do the same amount of edge. It doesn’t 
make a difference. It doesn’t cut your balls off 
Freedom of speech isn’t gone. You can have all 
the freedom of speech you want. But if you 
want to do a bunch of misogynistic jokes and 
go back to the time that was 30 years ago, it 
just doesn’t really track.” 


On calling RedEye a little late: “I’m so sorry 
I’m late. I’ve got every good excuse in the 
world. I got in late last night from New Y)rk 
after three months in Broadway It’s pouring 
raining. My phone lines are dead. My car 
battery was dead on one of my cars. And I 
was late on my last interviev^ that’s the other 
one. And my dog ate my homework, but then 
there was an alligator that ate my dog. So the 
whole thing’s all {bleepfed up.” 


On doing crowd work in his stand-up act: “I’ve 
got a lot of new stuff that I’ll be feathering 
into the show I do crowd work when it feels 
appropriate. It’s not crowd work. I don’t 
even look at it as that, "^ah, it definitely is a 
term for it, but I just look at it as like a town 
meeting. I have stuff that I want to say I’m in 
a stand-up mode right now There might be a 
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“SOME PEOPLE thought; ‘OH, SO YOU’RE 
NOT DANNY TANNER? I CAN’T DEAL WITH 
THIS.’ rr’S LIKE ‘WHAT? WHAT ARE YOU 
TALKING ABOUT?’ ... THEY THOUGHT I WAS 
MR. ROGERS OR SOMETHING.” 


good 20 minutes where I don’t really talk to 
anybody but they’re there and we’re having an 
exchange, and then I do like to find out about 
people, especially if they make themselves 
known. But not if they’re disruptive. That’s 
different. My crowd work is that the audience 
consider me to be like a friend or their funny 
weird uncle or the dad they wish they had 
cause their dad didn’t crack a bunch of dick 
jokes. {Laughs.}” 

On supporting puns: “Sometimes you watch 
your favorite comedian and you realize there 
are puns that were feathered into it, but it 
wasn’t done as a civilian father did it or as I 
did it on that video show {‘America’s Funniest 
Home Videos”}, which there’s no other 
way if you’re going to host a blooper show 
unless you’re just going to say ‘Look out for 
your ‘nads’! So puns are a part of all comedy 
Groucho was a huge punster: I actually 
tweeted the other day ‘People who don’t 
believe in puns should be punished.’ I didn’t 
get a lot of {bleep} for it actually People were 
like, ‘You go. Bob.’” 

On his persona: “I do like being on ‘Full 
House’ again, even though Pm only on it 
a couple times and it’s with a legacy cast 
{laughs}, and I do like doing irreverent stuff I 
just did a movie called 'A Stand Up Guy’ which 
is coming out Feb. 9, and I play a guy who’s a 
country-western singer and all he sings about 
is being a stalker. These are two different 
sides of the spectrum. I don’t like just doing 
something and people going, ‘That’s what 
you do.’ And that’s what happened with ‘Full 
House.’ Some people thought, ‘Oh, so you’re 
not Danny Tanner? I can’t deal with this.’ It’s 
like, ‘What? What are you talking about?’ I 
think they thought I was Fred Rogers. They 
thought I was Mr. Rogers or something, 
where you just had one personality and you’re 
only one guy or one woman or whatever. I 
definitely love all facets of what I get to do and 
what I’m going to get to do in the upcoming 
years before I’m 100 and they put me in a 
freeze-dried coffee can.” 

If it blows his mind people still feel the need 
to make the distinction he’s not Danny 
Tanner: “No, I don’t care. I don’t care what 
people think. I just find it odd that people 
don’t understand what acting is. I think if 
a person thinks that if someone’s acting 
in something that that’s what they’re like 
then that person has some DNA missing. 
Because that’s acting. If you’re on a reality 
show I guess that’s what you’re like, kinda. 

But if you’re actually acting— I just played 
a Lutheran minister who doesn’t curse and 
who is from Texas and a small town {in the 
Broadway show “Hand to God”}. If that’s 
what I played for eight years on a show, I guess 
people would say ‘What do you mean you’re 
not the Lutheran minister we got to know?’ 


But I played a character that was drawing 
on my most earnest self, my most loving of 
my children self, which was pretty accurate 
because as the show progressed I ended up 
with three daughters, and I love them more 
than life itself So you draw upon that to play 
a guy like Danny Tanner, but Danny Tanner- 
even saying it’s funny— is a two-dimensional 
character on a kids’ show A family show you 
get to watch with your family which is a gift 
because that’s why it’s back. Because there 
aren’t shows you want to watch with your 
family {now}. This is 13 episodes on Netflix 
that I believe people are going to watch all 
together, and there’s going to be all different 
ways they’re going to watch it. Some people 
are going to have popcorn. Some people are 
going to have drinking games. There’s going to 
be all kinds of stuff I don’t know what it’s 


going to be. But I think it’s going to satisfy 
some people.” 

On comedians exposing hypocrisy: “There’s 
nothing I like more than watching John Oliver 
or Bill Maher get a crowd riled up. I really 
miss Jon Stewart. Everybody that’s doing the 
shows. Larry Wiknore’s an old friend of mine. 
Stephen Colbert’s brilliant. He’s not tackling 
things the same way because it’s not that kind 
of show now But I {so respect} people that 
are putting it right in their face of. Are you 
kidding me? What are you talking about? 
Comparing this to that is like saying “blank.” ’ 

I just love hypocrisy being thrown in people’s 
faces by a stand-up comedian or a comedian or 
a satirist. And I occasionally do that, but not 
really Most of my stuff— it’s not superficial; 
it’s becoming more real, I think, and more 


psychological and I’m not preaching. But I 
do do a bit of a PSA about telling people not 
to take Viagra and {roofies} at the same time. 
Things like that. Just trying to help the young 
people.” 

How he compares Danny Tanner and Ted 
Mosby [“How I Met Your Mother”] as fathers: 

“They’re both romantic. Romantic meaning 
the reason both of those characters are 
lovable is because they are good men who 
want romance to exist. Danny Tanner had a 
girlfriend for a while. Ted Mosby had a couple 
of girlfriends. I really love Josh Radnor {who 
played Ted Mosby}. Actually at my play the 
very first night I got on stage, he came to it. 
I’m like, ‘Y)u’re at my very first show!’ He 
says, ‘It’s the only chance I get to see it!’ He is 
just a genuinely good man. And the character 
he played was a commercial character in a 
show that was a love letter every week and 
a really sweet show They’re both just good 
men that want the most. We don’t know if 
Ted can reproduce— oh, yes, he can. What am 
I talking about? Ydu gotta back this tape up. 
Ted’s a really good father, but Danny would 
never have waited 20 years to tell ’em how he 
met their mother. He would have probably 
told them right away because Danny I think is 
fairly talkative.” 

If Danny would have been friends with a 
guy like Barney Stinson: “Oh, God, he had 
Uncle Jesse in the house; of course he {would}. 
Barney was a player, and so was Jesse. Jesse 
before he got Becky he was quite out there.” 

If the depiction of strip clubs on “How I Met 
Your Mother” or the depiction of Bob Saget 
on “Entourage” was less accurate: “Well, 

I don’t go to strip clubs, but I have been in 
one before. I have been in a couple. But only 
’cause I wanted to put those girls through 
school. I don’t know The ‘Entourage’ thing, 
there was a time, and it’s in my book, there 
was about a 10 -year period there where I 
was divorced— I’ve been divorced for 20 
years— and I did some crazy L. A. stuff So I 
would say I’m not as mean a character and 
selfish and stupid, L. A.-superficial as the 
character I chose and Doug Ellin wrote for 
me in ‘Entourage.’ ‘How I Met Your Mother’ 
was a pretty innocuous way to do strip clubs. 

If I had to vote between the two and I was on 
a game show, I guess it’s more accurate of the 
‘How I Met Your Mother’ treatment. But I 
wasn’t Barney-like either. I was more Josh-like. 
I was more Ted Mosby” 

If “Fuller House” will acknowledge what 
happens to Michelle, since the Olsen twins 
aren’t on the show: “That’s top secret. You’ll 
just have to watch the first episode. I’m 
sworn to secrecy ... Y)u’ll find out. There is 
something I guess that intimates it.”

Having already 
brought texture and 
intelligence to true 
stories of Americans 
saving the planet 
from an asteroid (‘Ar- 
mageddon”) and evil 
robots (“Transform- 
ers”), Michael Bay 
now turns his subtle 
hand to the fictional 
tale of six ex-military 
security officers hold- 
ing down the fort 
against attackers in Libya in 2012. 

Wait, I have that backward. But you knew 
that already just like everyone knows what 
they’re getting when they sit 
down for a movie directed by 
Bay But since it’s not like the 
long-focused-on-round-female- 
body-parts filmmaker can show 
some Benghazi bikini pool party, 
and since “13 Hours: The Secret 
Soldiers of Benghazi” is a purely routine 
war movie, let’s literally break down what’s 
included by the numbers: 

» Former “Office” stars converted into 
brawny action heroes: 2 (John Krasinski 
as ex-Navy SEAL Jack Silva; David “Pam’s 
ex-fiance Roy” Denman as ex-Marine Dave 
“Boon” Benton) 

» Lines beginning with “Welcome to”: 3 
(to Benghazi; to Club Med; to McDonald’s) 

» Lines Krasinski seemingly didn’t want to 
say/couldn’t pull off: 3 

» Jim Halpert-esque frustrated looks: 1 
» Gratuitous shots of now-muscular 


Krasinski shirtless: 1 

» Low-angle shots so we worship the 
soldiers: Infinity 
» Uses of slow motion: 3, 1 think 
» Jack conversing via Skype with his wife 
and perky-cute daughters: 2 

» Discussions appreciating former Libyan 
leader Moammar Gadhafi’s all-female, alleg- 
edly busty security team: 1 

» Times I thought about “Black Hawk 
Down,” “Zero Dark Thirty,” ‘Argo” and 
‘American Sniper”: A lot 

» Subtitles used so we can understand 
what any non- Americans are saying: 0 

And, really there are about zero times when 
it’s clear why things are happening the way 
they’re happening to these par- 
ticular people. If there’s anything 
Bay— who adapts the material to 
fit him instead of the other way 
around— knows howto depict, it’s 
chaotic action, and “13 Hours” has 
quick-cut momentum to spare. 
But it doesn’t know where to stop and focus; 
it’s too busy pummeling along with a score 
that makes it seem like executive music pro- 
ducer Hans Zimmer (he of the now-legendary 
“Inception” pounding) got a great deal on 
drummers and thus wanted to give them the 
most to do. Meanwhile, the film creates larger- 
than-life heroes/devoted family men who only 
occasionally seem like real people. 

There’s a sense that standard operating 
procedure and poor leadership cause danger- 
ous situations, but Bay doesn’t know how to 
let pesky details like “insight” and “informa- 
tion” coexist with the noise.

Hart, Cube stay hilarious in 
simple, smart, funny sequel 


As a fan of 2014 ’s 
smash hit “Ride 
Along,” I went into 
the sequel with a few 
questions: Will I still 
laugh at the repartee 
between the stern, 
serious Ice Cube 
and enthusiastic, 
animated Kevin Hart? 
Will the introduction 
of Kenjeong, whom 
I’ve loved in prior 
films like the “Hangover” series, add anything 
to the central pair’s dynamic? Will I be able 
to see Olivia Munn, who I still associate with 
being hilarious on “The Daily Show” and 
co-hosting ‘Attack of the Show,” as a badass 
Miami cop? 

As soon as the opening scene featured Ben 
(Hart) and James (Cube) investigating an 
undercover drug transaction at a muscle car 
show, my first question was answered. The 
comedic chemistry between Hart and Cube is 
perfect, and it only heightens as they pursue a 
computer hacker (Jeong) in an effort to bring 
down a powerful drug lord (Benjamin Bratt). 
Ben’s working as a rookie cop and preparing 
to marry James’ sister (Tika Sumpter), thus 
making the two “brothers-in-law” Get it? 
Brothers “in law” You’ll hear that particular 
play on words throughout the film, mostly 
from Hart’s character. 

Meanwhile, Jeong reminds you why his 
attitude and abrasiveness made him a star as 
he explains to Cube why he’d run from two 
black men: “Have you seen you? YOU would 
run from you.” 

Munn plays officer Maya Cruz, who of 


course becomes James’ love interest. She’s 
amazing in the role, convincingly seeming like 
a one-person enforcer— if Maya had a part- 
ner, which clearly she didn’t need, he must 
have been on desk duty And if this is any 
indication of how Munn might portray the 
telepathic mutant Psylocke in the upcoming 
“X-Men” film, she is going to slay 

I also particularly liked the many subtle 
nods to video game culture in “Ride Along 2 .” 
From the ‘Assassin’s Creed” references to 
the “Grand Theft Auto”-esque car chase (a la 
“Vice City”), it made the gamer in me chuckle 
throughout the film. There’s a solo scene with 
Hart playing the pseudo-“GTA” video game 
that any gamer will appreciate, and my pre- 
pubescent giddiness took over as Hart’s 
avatar was beaten by an old lady NPC (non- 
playable character ... like I said. I’m a gamer). 

The film is rife with cliche lines and scenes, 
such as the Miami police chief pointing out 
all the property damage Ben and James have 
caused since they came to town. Though it’s 
nice to see Maya and James’ relationship play 
out in a more subdued manner and not the 
typical “We clearly like each other so let’s play 
up the sexual tension” manner. 

Obviously don’t expect to be captivated by 
long shots like in “The Revenant”— though 
there is a semi-comparable fight scene 
between Ben and a large alligator named 
Marcus. “Ride Along 2 ” is a simple, smart 
and funny buddy cop film that’s reminiscent 
of what made “Rush Hour” work. I wouldn’t 
doubt it if the sequel was just as successful as 
its predecessor and we see Hart and Cube go- 
ing for the trifecta. If you’re looking for a film 
to make you laugh out loud scene to scene, 
this is it.
